U of A students 
angered by $151 
‘grab bag’ fee 


Circumventing the cap? 

University calls finances 
'a balancing act’ when 
asked about CoSSS levy

The University of Alberta Stu¬ 
dents’ Union is demanding to 
know why a non-instructional 
fee, brought into place in 2010 
as a temporaiy fix, is still be¬ 
ing added to student tuitions. 

The university adopted the 
fee, called the Common Stu¬ 
dent Space, Sustainability and 
Services Fee (CoSSS) four years 
ago to help cover a $20-mil- 
lion budget shortfall, but the 
fee has been paid by students 
eveiy year since, according to 
the U of A’s vice-president ex¬ 
ternal, Adam Woods. 


“This is the institution’s 
method for getting past the tu¬ 
ition cap,” explained Woods. 

The students’ union re¬ 
leased a report citing some 
concerns with the fee last 
week. This past year, students 
paid $151.42 for the CoSSS 
fee. 

“The things that are being 
charged through the CoSSS 
fee are realistically things 
that should be charged to us 
through our tuition, but be¬ 
cause they can’t charge us 
more tuition through the tu¬ 
ition cap, they go through this 
fee, which is essentially just a 
grab bag of fees,” Woods said. 


Hidden CoSSSts 


Doug Goss, chair for the 
Board of Governors, said the 
fee is a response to difficult 
cuts from the province. 

“When we have just gone 
through an era where the gov¬ 
ernment last March just cut 
our budget 7.5 per cent, we 
never want to be in a situation 
where we aren’t delivering 
the best possible product,” he 
said, calling tuition fees and 
delivering services a balancing 
act for the school. 

“A degree needs to mean 
something here,” Goss added. 
“This particular (fee), I know it 
is on the table for discussion 
and it will go to committee.”

Alberta’s chief medical exa¬ 
miner says the system is too 
splintered and disconnected 
when it comes to determin¬ 
ing why and how children 
die in government care. 

Dr. Anny Sauvageau told 
a meeting on foster care 
that the province needs to 
create a specific committee 
of experts with the authority 
and resources to examine all 
child deaths. 

She also says her office 
needs a broader mandate to 
examine not only the man¬ 
ner of death, but to propose 
ways to prevent similar 
tragedies. 

She says while current 
fatality review hearings are 
held to make recommenda¬ 
tions to prevent deaths of 
children in care, no one 
in government is tasked 
with checking to see if the 
recommendations are ever 
acted on. 

Sauvageau is one of 
several experts and policy¬ 
makers attending a two-day 
conference to determine 
how to publicly report more 
information on children 
who die in government care. 

The meeting is the result 
of a series of Postmedia stor¬ 
ies late last year that found 
the province covered up the 
deaths of 89 children in care 
since 1999. 

The discussion leads to 
a report that will be tabled 
in the legislature during the 
spring sitting.

City councillors want more 
numbers to prove Edmon¬ 
ton’s transportation priorities 
are on the right track. 

During a wide-ranging 
discussion of the city’s trans¬ 
portation plan, councillors 
voted to stay the course but 
asked city administration to 
provide more data to support 
the plan. 

Councillors asked the city 
to gather information on 
eveiything from congestion 
to health improvements and 
greenhouse-gas emissions.

to visit city facilities 403,480 
times, according to a report 
councillors received last week. 

Ruby Thandi, a city social 
worker, said she has encour¬ 
aged many of her clients to 
apply, including a single moth¬ 


er and a recent immigrant who 
had no idea it existed. 

“She came back and she 
was so grateful, extremely 
grateful, because for her it was 
another connection into the 
Edmonton community,” she 
said. “It opened up brand new 
opportunities for her and her 
son.” 

Thandi said low income can 
push people to the margins, 
but this brings people together. 

“A lot of the clients that we 
see are quite isolated in their 
homes because they’re so mar¬ 
ginalized,” she said. 


The program has income 
cutoffs, which begin at $23,647 
for a single person and end at 
$62,581 for a family of seven or 
more. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
program is veiy important 
for the city, but it also dem¬ 
onstrates that as prosperous 
as the city is, not eveiyone is 
benefitting. 

“We still see value in it, 
but certainly as it continues 
to grow it shines a light on the 
growing need of more people 
in the community for a variety

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Canada ready for 
a fight with U.S. 
in food dispute 


Labelling. Agriculture 
minister makes last- 
ditch attempt to make 
American lawmakers 
change rules, says he'll 
return case to WTO 


Canada’s agriculture minis¬ 
ter says he’s hoping to avoid 
an all-out trade war with 
the U.S over food labelling. 
But Gerry Ritz warns that, if 
there is a war, he’s prepared 
to fight it. 

Ritz has launched a last- 
minute appeal to American 
lawmakers to change U.S. 
food labelling rules through 
a farm bill that could come 
to a first vote as early as 
Wednesday. 


“I’m hoping that cooler 
minds will prevail, that the 
pressure that the American 
industry is bringing to bear 
in the next day or two will 
cause some legislators to 
step back,” said Ritz. 

Canada has long com¬ 
plained that the so-called 
Country of Origin Labelling 
provisions adopted by the 
U.S. government in 2008 
hurt meat industries on 
both sides of the border. 

Hopes for a settlement 
of the dispute were dashed 
Monday when U.S. law¬ 
makers reached a deal that 
did not include changes to 
the labelling requirements. 

Failing any last-minute 
amendments, Ritz says Can¬ 
ada will return the dispute 
to the World Trade Organ¬ 
ization, with arguments in 


the case expected to begin 
Feb. 18. 

“That’s a good thing,” 
said Ritz. “It starts to move 
it ahead.” 

If the WTO rules in Can¬ 
ada’s favour, tariffs could 
be imposed by early 2015 
on U.S. exports of every¬ 
thing from beef and pork 
products to grains and fresh 
fruits. 

But that should only be 
used as a “last resort” meas¬ 
ure because tariffs would 
be costly both to businesses 
and consumers, warned Lyle 
Stewart, Saskatchewan’s 
agriculture minister. 

“It’s not the ideal situa¬ 
tion, but it’s about the only 
weapon if everything else 
fails,” Stewart said at the 
provincial legislature.

“They should be account¬ 
able for their actions. Eveiyone 
should, especially at this age,” 
said Adele Joyce, a fourth-year 
student at Saint Maiy’s, on 
Tuesday. 

One of the player’s tweets al¬ 
legedly said: “to that bitch that 
bit me last night. Hope your 
dead in a ditch, you are scum.” 

Another player used a gay 
slur, while more than one ret¬ 
weeted racist and sexist com¬ 
ments. 

The tweets were made pub¬ 
lic after an online publication 
produced by students at the 
University of King’s College 
School of Journalism cited a 
number of tweets from ac¬ 
counts it said belonged to foot¬ 
ball team members. 

Joyce said although the 
attention could hurt the 
school’s reputation, it’s good 


the administration is showing 
they take the comments ser¬ 
iously. 

First-year student Jacob 
Schlinlcer said the suspensions 
were necessaiy in light of Sep¬ 
tember’s infamous student-led 
chant that glorified sex with 
underage girls and rape and led 
to media attention from across 
Canada. 

“It’s completely unaccept¬ 
able,” said Schlinlcer about the 
tweets. “They should be ambas¬ 
sadors for our school... putting 


that in the public really gives us 
a bad name.” 

But Schlinlcer said both inci¬ 
dents could have happened at 
any university and are mostly 
due to a “young male culture” 
issue. 

While it could be difficult 
to get athletes into a group 
to discuss sexual violence, 
Schlinlcer said it’s important 
to show men it’s not OK to 
condone rape or sexism be¬ 
cause they tend to perpetuate it

Ukraine PM resigns, parliament 
overturns harsh anti-protest laws 



PM-less. Yanukovych 
offered the position 
to opposition leader 
Arseniy Yatsenyuk, but 
he refused the post 


In back-to-back moves aimed 
at defusing Ukraine’s political 
crisis, the prime minister re¬ 
signed Tuesday and parliament 
repealed anti-protest laws that 
had set off violent clashes be¬ 
tween protesters and police. 

The two developments were 
significant concessions to the 
anti-government protesters 
who have fought sporadically 
with police for the last 10 days 
after two months of peaceful 
around-the-clock demonstra¬ 
tions. The protests erupted 
after President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych decided to turn toward 
Russia for a bailout loan instead 
of signing a deal with the Euro¬ 
pean Union, but have since

Arseniy Yatsenyuk, Ukrainian lawmaker 
and a key figure in the opposition 

morphed into a general plea for 
more human rights, less cor¬ 
ruption and more democracy 
in this nation of 45 million. 

The departure of Prime Min¬ 
ister Mylcola Azarov removes 
one of the officials most dis¬ 
liked by the opposition forces 
whose protests have turned 
parts of Kyiv, the Ukrainian cap¬ 
ital, into a barricaded maze. 

However, Azarov’s spokes¬ 
man told the Interfax news 
agency that deputy Prime 
Minister Serhiy Arbuzov will 
assume temporaiy leadership 
of the Cabinet in the mean¬ 
time. Such a move is unlikely 


to please the opposition, as Ar¬ 
buzov is widely viewed as just 
another staunch ally of Yanuko¬ 
vych. 

Other key issues remain 
unresolved in Ukraine’s polit¬ 
ical crisis, including the oppos¬ 
ition’s repeated demands for 
Yanukovych to resign and for a 


new election to be held. 

Azarov’s resignation came 
just before the opening of a 
special parliament session that 
repealed anti-protest laws that 
had set off violent clashes be¬ 
tween protesters and police. 

Yanukovych earlier this 
month had pushed through 


new laws to crack down on 
protests and raise prison sen¬ 
tences for creating disorder. 
The laws also prohibited people 
from wearing helmets and gas 
masks, which many have done 
for fear that riot police would 
tiy to violently disperse pro¬ 
tests.

From 
crooks to cons, actor 
plays shady characters 
with aplomb

In my review for the recent 
remake of Oldboy I wrote 
of Josh Brolin, “there is no 
more manly-man actor in 
the mold of Lee Marvin or 
Lee Van Cleef working to¬ 
day.” 

I guess that shouldn’t 
be a surprise given that he 
was named after the rough- 
and-tumble character Josh 
Randall, played by Steve 
McQueen in TV’s Wanted: 
Dead or Alive. 

In Oldboy he’s so tough 
he’s a practically inde¬ 
structible force of nature; 
able to withstand physical 
punishment that would 
make Grigori Rasputin look 
like a wimp. 

The tough guy angle is 
one Brolin plays in a num¬ 
ber of films, including his 
latest Labor Day. 

He plays an escaped con¬ 
vict who hides out in the 
home of a depressed, wid¬ 
owed agoraphobic, played 
by Kate Winslet. 

Over the course of one 
long holiday weekend she 


learns of his dangerous past 
and before you can say the 
words Stockholm Syndrome 
has fallen for the ruggedly 
handsome stranger. 

It’s the kind of role that 


Brolin has mastered; the 
multi-layered tough guy. 
But according to him, he 
doesn’t seek out those roles. 

He says he wracks his 
“brain like crazy trying to 


figure out which films I 
wanted to be in.” 

Some of those films in¬ 
clude No Country for Old 
Men and Jonah Hex. 

In the Oscar-nominated 


No Country he plays down- 
on-his-luclc Llewelyn Moss, 
who stumbles across the 
site of a drug deal gone 
wrong. 

Bullet-ridden dead men 
litter the landscape along 
with several kilos of heroin 
and a suitcase stuffed with 
two million dollars in cash. 
When he makes off with 
the money his life and the 
lives of those around him 
are changed forever. 

Jonah Hex didn’t earn 
any Oscar nods, but did get 
some Razzie attention in 
the form of nominations 
for Worst Screen Couple for 
Brolin and co-star Megan 
Fox. 

The story of a super¬ 
natural bounty hunter set 
on revenge against the 
man who killed his family 
is as disfigured as its main 
character’s face, but Bro¬ 
lin brings his real-life swag¬ 
ger to the role and has fun 
with some of the tongue- 
in-what’s-left-of-his-cheelc 
lines. 

One tough guy role got 
away from him, however. 
Online speculation had it 
that he would be cast as the 
Caped Crusader in the up¬ 
coming Batman vs. Super¬ 
man. 

Although he would have 
been perfect for the part he 
lost out to Ben Affleck. Con¬ 
trary to his bruiser persona 
he was gracious in defeat. 
“I’m happy for Ben,” he 
said. 




Greg Kinnear needs no approval in Rake 


Keegan Deane is that one friend 
we all have who just can’t get 
his act together. He’s the love¬ 
able screw-up, and he’s the star 
of the new comedy series Rake. 

Portrayed by Greg Kinnear, 
Deane owes nearly $60,000 to 
his bookie, has been crashing 
at his best friend’s house for 
four months, and is in love 
with a prostitute who views 
their relationship as a business 
transaction. He’s a narcissist in 
denial, but he’s also a brilliant 
defence attorney who is incred¬ 
ibly charming. 

“I don’t think he has a 
great self-awareness of [his 
problems],” Kinnear says of 
his character. “It comes in fits 
and starts. There are moments 
where he has a little bit of re¬ 


flection about where he’s at 
on the map, but certainly, you 
know, out of the gate, veiy 
little.” 

Deane’s ego — and his ut¬ 
ter lack of interest in adhering 
to normal societal standards 
— drew Kinnear to the series, 
which is based on an Australian 
show of the same name. “I was 
intrigued immediately when I 
saw the mess of that guy,” he 
says. “That kind of absolute 
lack of need for approval is a 
hugely attractive thing, espe¬ 
cially if you’re an actor. Getting 
to play that and getting to pur¬ 
sue a guy who’s not necessarily 
interested in what you think 
was a really cool element for 
me.” 

Which is a good thing, be¬ 


cause Deane’s clients in upcom¬ 
ing episodes include a serial 
killer and a cannibal — not 
your typical underdog stories. 
And yet, Rake finds a way to 
make the audience root for the 
antihero. Kinnear chalks it up 
to the show’s fine-tuned ability 
to weave comedy into dramatic 
stoiylines. 

“It really struck a nice chord 
between the drama and the 
comedy, which is what ap¬ 
pealed to me,” Kinnear says.

Justin Bieber has a Valen¬ 
tine’s Day date with a South 
Florida judge on charges of 
DUI, resisting arrest and driv¬ 
ing with an expired license. 

A Miami-Dade County 
judge on Tuesday set a Feb. 

14 arraignment date for 
the 19-year-old star. In an 
arraignment, prosecutors 
formally file charges and a 
plea is entered, although a 
defendant’s lawyer can enter 
the plea in writing. Bieber 
might not be required to 
attend. 

Bieber and R&B singer 
Khalil Amir Sharieff were 
arrested last week in Miami 
Beach during what police 
described as an illegal street 


drag race between a Lambor¬ 
ghini and a Ferrari. Neither 
has been charged with drag 
racing. 

Police say Bieber admitted 
to smoking marijuana, drink¬ 
ing and taking a prescription 
medication. 

Meanwhile, his detract¬ 
ors are growing bolder: A 
petition has been launched 
via the White House’s online 
portal calling to have Bieber 
deported and his green card 
revoked. The petition has 
already garnered more than 
50,000 signatures, more than 
enough to earn some sort 
of response from the White

Was Sienna the mystery 
woman heard on 
Daniel’s voice mail? 


A U.K. tabloid reporter who has 
pleaded guilty to phone hack¬ 
ing said Tuesday that he played 
the News of the World’s editor 
a hacked voice mail left for 
actor Daniel Craig by actress Si¬ 
enna Miller, with whom Craig 
was having an affair. 

Dan Evans is a prosecution 
witness at the trial of his for¬ 
mer boss, Andy Coulson, and 
six others, on charges related 
to wrongdoing at the now- 
shuttered Rupert Murdoch- 
owned tabloid. 

Evans told the trial that 
in 2005 he eavesdropped on 
Craig’s voice mails and heard a 
message from a woman saying: 
“Hi, it’s me. Cannot speak. I’m 
at the Groucho (Club) with 
Jude. I love you.” 

The call came from Miller’s 
number. The newspaper later 
ran a stoiy alleging an affair 
between the actress — then 
involved with Jude Law — and 
future 007 Craig. 

Evans said Coulson heard 
the recording, then told him 
how to cover his tracks by 
making a copy, putting it in a 


bag and taking it to the news¬ 
paper’s reception so it would 
look like it had been dropped 
off anonymously. 

Murdoch shut the tabloid 
News of the World in 2011 
after details emerged of the 
scale of its snooping on celebri¬ 
ties, politicians and others in 
the public eye.

Police say the 
Long Island native also had a 
small amount of marijuana. 

His lawyer told the judge 
that she has taken care of 16 
outstanding traffic matters.

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Welcome to Sochi 

No doubt you have some questions about the Russian locale that will play host to the 2014 Winter Olympics. 
Here are a few details about the resort dty dubbed the Russian Riviera.

For visitors to the Winter 
Olympics, Sochi may feel like 
a landscape from a dream — 
familiar and strange at once. 
Palm trees evoke a tropical 
seaside resort, but the Black 
Sea itself is seriously cold; 
turn away from the palms 
and the jagged, snow-cov¬ 
ered peaks of the Caucasus 
Mountains rise nearby. Live¬ 
ly and garish modern build¬ 
ings mix with Stalin Gothic 
piles, like trophy wives on 
the arms of elderly men. 
Billboards are written in an 

Will they 
understand me? 

Volunteer staff at Olympics 
test events spoke excellent 
English and sometimes 
struck up conversations 
just to improve their skills 
(or show off). But outside 
the Olympic venues and 
large hotels, communica¬ 
tion in languages other 
than Russian is likely to be 
difficult. The Games’ organ¬ 
izing committee recom¬ 
mends that mobile device 
users download a transla¬ 
tion app. 


alphabet in which some let¬ 
ters sound exactly like you 
think they do, others mean 
something else and the rest 
are flat-out alien. What may 
seem oddest of all is the 
city’s cheerful and relaxed 
aura in a country stereo¬ 
typed as dour. Even a local 
statue of Vladimir Lenin 
catches the casual vibe. He’s 
not haranguing the masses, 
just standing under some 
trees with one hand in his 
pocket as if he’s killing time 
waiting for a date. 


The Cyrillic alphabet isn’t 
as hard as it may look, and 
spending a couple of hours 
to master it brings sizeable 
rewards. Russian has many 
loanwords from English, 
French and German, so 
being able to sound out 
words can make the place 
pop into better focus. For 
example, knowing that 
“teatp” is pronounced 
“teater,” it’s a reasonable 
and correct guess that it 
means “theatre.” Note that 
bars advertising “xayc” are 
offering “house” music and 
not a homey atmosphere. 



What's for dinner? 

Russian cooking can be 
hard on the waistline but 
good for the taste buds. 
Even nominally low-calorie 
soups such as the beet- 
based borscht boost their 
count when a typical large 
dollop of sour cream is 
added. Pelmeni, dumplings 
filled with minced meat 
or vegetables, meet almost 
eveiyone’s taste. Entrees 
often come without 
additional items, so 
potatoes and other 
vegetables must be 
ordered separately. 

Russia has a wine 
industiy of sorts, 
but refined palates 
may find it dis¬ 
appointing. Vodka, 
seen as both Rus¬ 
sia’s treasure and 
it’s curse, is often 
ordered by the 
gram, with 
100 grams 


(3.5 ounces) the standard 
to get the night started. 
Sochi is also a good place to 
sample the food of nearby 
Georgia, including the 
renowned cheese-filled hot 
bread called lchachapuri; as 
well as tsatsivi, 
or chicken 
in walnut 
sauce; and 
the plum- 
based soup 
kharcho. 



Am I in Sochi? 

Rather like New York City, 
Sochi is a sprawling muni¬ 
cipality, incorporating four 
boroughs. Confusingly, 
one of the four is called 
Sochi. So it’s possible to 
both be in Sochi and say 
“I’m going to Sochi.” 

All the Olympic events 


take place in the Adler 
borough, though the snow 
sports venues are often 
referred to as being in 
specific settlements such 
as Krasnaya Polyana and 
Esto-Sadok. 

Sochi borough is more 
or less the Manhattan of 
the city, home to the best 
restaurants, coolest clubs 


and the main cultural in¬ 
stitutions. The urban part 
of Adler also has attractive 
restaurants. But while its 
attractions are relatively 
cosmopolitan, and its 
coastline is 90 miles long 
(145 kilometres), Sochi is 
not a big city population- 
wise, with only about 
350,000 inhabitants. 



How’s the 
weather? 

Rain, snow, sun, fog, warm¬ 
ish, cold — a few days at 
the Olympics likely will 
include them all. On the 


coast, where the ice sports 
and opening and closing 
ceremonies take place, day¬ 
time temperatures should 
be around 50 F (10 C) and 
freezing is unlikely. In the 
mountains, temperatures 


generally don’t get severely 
cold; at the lower eleva¬ 
tions, where ski-jumping 
and sliding sports take 
place, the prospect of rain 
and above-freezing temper¬ 
atures is a concern. 
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What can I do 
besides watch 
sports? 

Downtown Sochi and 
Adler both have long and 
appealing seaside promen¬ 
ades, complete with tacky 
souvenir stands, lively bars 
and restaurants. Sochi also 
has an attractive passen¬ 
ger harbour, whose spired 
terminal is one of the city’s 
standout buildings, and an 
art museum. 

The most idiosyncratic 
attraction may be Sochi’s 
extensive mountainside 
botanical garden, the Den- 
drarium, with an unusual 
array of plants showing the 
variable climate. 

Sochi has long been a 
choice destination for Rus¬ 
sia’s political elite. Joseph 
Stalin’s summer residence 
in Zeleni Mys even features 
a wax mannequin of the 
dictator at his desk. A swim 
in the Black Sea may make 
an unusual Winter Olym¬ 
pics memory. The beaches 
are stony and the water 
temperature will be around 
50 F (10 C); concerns have 


been raised about pollution 
in the sea around Dagomys, 
north of downtown Sochi. 
Although most of Sochi’s 
sports facilities will be 
devoted to the Games, the 
Gornaya Karusel ski area 
expects to have some slopes 
open to the public, organ¬ 
izers say. A classic Russian 
way to while away an after¬ 


noon is a trip to the banya, 
like a sauna but somewhat 
steamier. If your hotel 
doesn’t have one, it can 
likely recommend a good 
one nearby. A proper trip to 
the banya involves several 
hours of repeatedly heating 
up and cooling down, along 
with snacking and having a 
few drinks. 


Local tourist agencies of¬ 
fer other excursions. These 
include day trips to the 
separatist Georgian region 
of Abkhazia, but visitors 
will need a double-entiy 
Russian visa to get back into 
Sochi, and travel to the rest 
of Georgia is forbidden to 
those who come to Abkhazia 
from the Russian side.

An easy excur¬ 
sion from Cancun, the island is 
a quieter, more low-key option 
for those looking to escape the 
crowds on the beaches off of 
Kukulkan Boulevard.

Recently, Canadian Olympic 
athletes were surveyed by 
Mondelez Canada about the 
best ways for spectators to 
cheer them on to a gold medal 
standing in Sochi. 

Fully three-quarters of 
them said that “hearing their 
fans cheering and shouting” 
and seeing them “waving en¬ 
couraging signs of support” is 
highly motivational. 

Feedback matters, to ath¬ 
letes, to all of us. 

Sometimes feedback isn’t 
easy to come by. For Gen Y, 
a cohort accustomed to the 
instantaneity of social media 
feedback loops, it can be 
frustrating when your work 
performance isn’t evaluated. 
If feedback expectations are 
unmet, employees are likely 
to feel unmotivated, isolated, 
and are more apt to jump ship. 

Thanks anyway: 
ignoring the wrong 
feedback 

At other times we get feedback 
but fail to act on it. 

This is especially common 
if the feedback feels like it’s 
the wrong kind. 

For example, we’re unlike¬ 
ly to take feedback to heart 
when it seems contradictoiy. 
Likewise for many, praise and 
recognition, while nice to 
hear, are not what we most 
crave at work. 

It turns out that six out of 
ten people prefer corrective 
feedback (such as suggestions 



for improvement) over posi¬ 
tive feedback (such as con- 
gratulatoiy comments), ac¬ 
cording to Harvard Business 
Review. 

Key attributes of efficient 
and usable feedback are fre¬ 
quency, clarity, and specificity, 
observes Jay Gilbert in the Uni¬ 
versity of Western Ontario’s 
Ivey Business Journal. But it 
takes time, and a lot of it, to 
provide that kind of personal¬ 
ized feedback. 

As employers seek to create 
a culture of feedback and col¬ 
laboration, more are adopting 
enterprise software systems to 
socialize employee reviews. 

Helping staff get 360-de- 
gree peer-to-peer feedback — 
not once a year but continu¬ 
ously — is the idea. 

It makes good business 


sense, because research shows 
that regular, low-stakes assess¬ 
ment is highly effective. That’s 
because it allows the receiver 
to make incremental improve¬ 
ments and small adjustments. 
They are then less likely to be¬ 
come immobilized, defeated, 
and overwhelmed by a deluge 
of decontextualized feedback 
in an annual assessment. 

Social feedback 

If you feel the need for more 
feedback on your creative 
work and ideas, turn to the 
social web. 

A bit of web sleuthing is 
almost guaranteed to uncover 
a niche community where you 
can engage in commentaiy, 
ask questions, and practice 
social reciprocity by giving

• 6 oz (200 g) raw shrimp,

Cooking tips

You can use salmon to 
replace either the shrimp or 
scallops. One salmon por¬ 
tion, which is usually about 
5 oz (150 g), is the perfect 
amount for this soup.

It’s no secret that Sam Ga- 
gner’s name has been popular 
when it comes to trade ru¬ 
mours and that’s not a knock 
on the skilled centre. He’s still 
fairly young but brings a lot of 
NHL experience to the table 
and as a player under contract 
for the next couple seasons at 
a fair rate (his cap hit is $4.8 
million), Gagner would fit 
under most budgets. 

But if Gagner is not the 


team’s second-line centre, who 
is? This is a big question in the 
Western Conference, where 
you can’t just have skill on the 
scoring lines, you also need 
size.

This is a bit of a flaw in the 
Oilers’ rebuild, though to be 
fair these players are tough 
to come by. And, once teams 
acquire them, they’re loathe to 
depart with them. 

Top-ranked draft prospect 
Leon Draisaitl comes in at 
six-foot-one and 209 pounds, 
but that puts a lot of pressure 
on an 18-year-old if he were to 
come in right away (plus he 
wouldn’t have “man strength” 
right away). 


There are examples of 
teams thriving without a ton 
of size up top, with Colorado 
being the most current. The 
Avs do have a couple guys 
over the 200-pound mark in 
Gabriel Landeslcog and Paul 
Stastny, so if you think the 
Oilers have comparable talent 
to them (plus Matt Duchene, 
Ryan O’Reilly and Nathan 
MacKinnon) then maybe it’s 
not such a problem. 

But the ultimate goal for 
Edmonton is indeed a return 
to the playoffs some day and 
once there, size is going to be a 
factor. Will the Oilers have the 
beef to make a dent?

Review. Building on 
good engines and solid 
street cred with more 
style and room

If you’re wondering why 
minivan sales have been in 
steady free-fall for the past 
few years, it’s partially be¬ 
cause of vehicles such as the 
Toyota Highlander. 

When it arrived for the 
2002 model year, the Indiana- 
built Highlander was one of 
the initial part-wagon, part- 
sport utility vehicle models 
on the market. This so-called 
“crossover” borrowed its plat¬ 
form and basic running gear 
from the Toyota Camry, but 
added available all-wheel- 
drive and an occasional-use 
third-row seat to the mix a 
couple of years later. By then, 
the Highlander had become 
one of the most popular 
Toyotas on the market. 

If there was a knock 
against the Highlander, it was 
that the vehicle’s anonymous 
styling actually made it diffi¬ 
cult to identify, even up close. 
That has now been rectified 
with the installation of one 
of the Toyota family’s dis¬ 
tinctive trapezoid-style grilles 
that quite honestly looks bet¬ 
ter on certain models than 
others. 

That also goes for the cabin 
that is significantly roomier, 
thanks to some clever repack¬ 
aging and a 15-centimetre 
wider body. That translates 
into a 9.5-centimetre wider 
interior, which is enough 
to provide space for three 
people for the third row seat 
in what had previously been 
a two-person affair. The High¬ 
lander now seats up to eight 
passengers. 


Third-row access has been 
enhanced since the second- 
row bench (or optional dual 
high-back bucket seats) offer 
7.6 centimetres of fore and 
aft travel. Both second- and 
third-row benches are split 
60:40 for maximum stowage 
versatility. However when 
in full use, the area behind 
the third row has been en¬ 
larged by 34 per cent. Load¬ 
ing the cargo area can be ac¬ 
complished with either the 
liftgate raised or with the 
optional flip-up rear glass 
raised. 

The rest of the inter¬ 
ior has been appropriately 
dressed-up with added soft- 
touch material covering the 
instrument panel plus new 
premium fabrics and faux 
wood trim on up-level trims. 
Powertrain options carry 
over unaltered from 2013 
and vary according to need 
and your desire to minimize 
fuel consumption. The start¬ 
ing point is a 185-horsepower

Anonymous passionate 
millionaire built 100 
of these gems and the 
aesthetically pleasing 
model surprised many at 
the Detroit Auto Show 





By the time Equus Automotive 
took the stage at the 2014 auto 
show in Detroit, the press 
crowd had thinned out appre¬ 
ciably Getting slot number 
32 on a two-day press confer¬ 
ence schedule will do that to 
anyone, especially to an auto¬ 
maker hardly anyone has ever 
heard of before. 

But Equus Automotive 
managed to make a bit of a 
buzz at Detroit by the best way 
possible — by introducing an 
exciting automobile, and one 
from left field so to speak. 

The Equus Bass 770 was 
touted as the quintessential 


American Luxuiy GT. Its over¬ 
all shape pays obvious homage 
to the Ford Mustang Fastbaclc, 
circa 1969, while the front 
grille and headlight design 
seems to channel the vibe 
of the Plymouth GTX or Ply¬ 
mouth Roadrunner, circa 1971. 

It has a 640-hp V8 from 
General Motors, and lots of 
aluminum construction to 
keep the weight down. Not 
surprisingly, it accelerates real 
good and tops-out at over 200 
mph (321 km/hr). If you want 
a totally modem car under a 
body inspired by the golden 
age of American pony cars, 


this is your ride — as long 
as you can plunk down the 
US$250,000 asking price. 

The 25 employees at the 
Equus factoiy in Rochester 
Hills, Michigan, can build 
about 100 cars a year. So far 
20 orders have been placed, all 
from overseas customers. 

Race driver Ian James is the 
spokesman and ambassador 
for Equus; he noted the com¬ 
pany is owned and bankrolled 
by a European businessman 
who has a passion for classic 
muscle cars but wishes to re¬ 
main behind the scenes. 

I find it fascinating how 


these wealthy “car guys” keep 
doing this — imagining their 
perfect ride and then set¬ 
ting up a company to build a 
small number of them. Why 
don’t they just build one from 
scratch for themselves and for¬ 
get about all these tooling and 
development costs? 

I guess having a custom- 
built car is one thing, but hav¬ 
ing it come to life via a genuine 
car company, and then have 
other people confirm your 
aesthetic by buying some ex¬ 
amples, is a level or two better 
on whatever scale they operate 
on. 


It can’t be for business rea¬ 
sons. Histoiy has shown that 
when relatively small compan¬ 
ies tool up to build limited-pro¬ 
duction high-end cars, things 
tend to go real-bad real-fast in 
the accounting department. 
They’re up against veiy high 
production and design costs, 
a very limited and fickle mar¬ 
ket, and not much room for 
error. 

You only had to look at the 
Detroit press conference held 
immediately before the Equus 
event. Hemy Fislcer’s dream 
to build the Fislcer Karma 
plug-in hybrid went bank¬ 


rupt this year. VL Automotive, 
co-founded by industiy vet¬ 
eran Bob Lutz, is taking those 
beautiful but suddenly not- 
worth-so-much Karma bodies 
and reformulating them with 
Corvette V8 engines — basic¬ 
ally the same engines in the 
Equus Bass 770. 

But you gotta love guys 
like Hemy Fislcer, Malcolm 
Brickland, Giotto Bizzarini, 
Alejandro de Tomaso, etc., as 
well as that unnamed guy be¬ 
hind the Equus Bass 770. They 
all brought, or bring, passion, 
interesting stuff, and colour to 
the automotive landscape.

Side impact crash test 
regulations. Powers 
that be in the US to 
propose new car seat 
rules for children which 
they hope will save lives 


Child car seats would for the 
first time have to protect chil¬ 
dren from death and injuiy in 
side-impact crashes under regu¬ 
lations the US government is 
proposing, the Associated Press 
has learned. 

America’s National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Administra¬ 
tion (NHTSA) seeks to upgrade 
standards for child seats for 
children weighing up to 40 
pounds to include a new test 
that simulates a side crash. 

The agency estimates the 
standards will prevent the 
deaths of about five children 
and injuries to 64 others each 
year. NHTSA Acting Adminis¬ 
trator David Friedman is sched¬ 
uled to announce the proposal 
Wednesday. 

Under the proposal, the 
new tests will simulate a “T- 
bone” crash, where the front 
of a vehicle travelling 30 mph 
strikes the side of a small pas¬ 
senger vehicle travelling at 15 
mph. The tests will position 
the car seat on a sled, with an¬ 
other sled ramming the side of 
the sled with the seat, rather 
than using actual vehicles since 
the aim isn’t to test the crash 
worthiness of specific vehicles, 
NHTSA officials said. 


Research shows that many 
child deaths and injuries in 
side-impact crashes involve a 
car canying children that is 
stopped at an intersection, usu¬ 
ally at a light or stop sign, offi¬ 
cials said. When the car begins 
to accelerate to go through the 
intersection, it is struck in the 
side by a vehicle travelling at 
a higher rate of speed on the 
cross street. 

The side-impact test — the 
first of its kind — simulates 
both the acceleration of the 
struck vehicle and the vehicle’s 
door crushing inward toward 
the car seat. Besides using a 
12-month-old child dummy al¬ 
ready approved under NHTSA 
standards, the proposed test 
will also utilize a to-be-de- 
veloped side-impact dummy 
representing a 3-year-old child. 

“As a father of two, I know 
the peace of mind this pro¬ 
posed test will give parents,” 
Transportation Secretaiy An¬ 
thony Foxx said in a statement. 
The test “will give parents and 
car seat makers important new 
data on how car seats perform 
in side crashes.” Friedman 
called car seats “an essential 
tool for keeping young children 
safe in vehicles and have a prov¬ 
en track record of saving lives.” 

Safety advocates have long 
sought tougher standards for 
car seats to protect against side- 
impact crashes. 

“I think this is terrific,” said 
Joan Claybroolc, who was the 
NHTSA administrator during 
the Carter administration and 
later president of Public Cit¬ 
izen. She noted that present 



day passenger vehicles have 
eight air bags, in part to protect 
adults from side-impact crash¬ 
es. “We have an absolute moral 
obligation to protect children 
as well,” she said. NHTSA’s es¬ 
timates of the number of lives 
that will be saved and injur¬ 
ies prevented by the proposed 
standards are “veiy, veiy con¬ 
servative,” Claybroolc said. 

Some manufacturers are al¬ 
ready taking steps to improve 


the protection afforded by their 
car seats in side-impact crashes. 

The Dorel Juvenile Group, 
the world’s largest car-seat 
maker, has been incorporating 
small, already-inflated air bags 
into some of their models to 
protect children’s heads from 
injuiy in side-impact crashes 
since 2009, said Julie Vallese, a 
spokeswoman for the Colum¬ 
bus, Ind., company. Another 
impact-absorbing technology 


derived from protections found 
in Indy race cars is built into 
the sides of the chairs, she said. 

“Dorel committed to side- 
impact protection,” Vallese 
said. The public will have 90 
days to comment on the pro¬ 
posed regulations after they 
are published this week. The 
regulations won’t be made 
final until after the agency has 
reviewed the comments and 
answered any important issues 


that may be raised. That typ¬ 
ically takes months and some¬ 
times years, although NHTSA 
officials said they hope to move 
quickly. 

The proposal includes giv¬ 
ing car seat manufacturers 
three years to make any adjust¬ 
ments to meet the new require¬ 
ments. That window doesn’t 
begin until the regulations are 
made final.

The current Mitsubishi Lan¬ 
cer Evolution launched for 
2008 and has been largely 
unchanged since.

Common issues 


Put your used sports-car 
hat on when meeting with 
potential Evolution candi¬ 
dates. Start with the tires 
and brakes, inspecting for 
signs of excessive wear. 
Note that driving on the 
factory-equipment tires in 
wintertime is a great way 
to wind up high-fiving a 
guardrail, so budget for 
winter tires and wheels 
if they aren’t included. 

Be absolutely sure all 
maintenance requirements 
have been adhered to— 
budgeting for a full fluid 
change if you’re unsure. 
Some owners report ‘weak’ 
factory clutches which 
wear out more quickly 
than expected, so ‘feel’ 
the clutch engagement 
for signs of slippage and 
wear. If you’re going with 
the TC-SST gearbox, ‘feel’ 
it for proper operation. 
Slippage under moder¬ 
ate throttle while locked 
into gear can be a sign of 


worn clutches or internal 
seals. Some have reported 
having the transmission 
replaced under war¬ 
ranty, too. A shaky idle 
engine could be caused 
by the failure of a poorly- 
installed vacuum line to 
stay connected to a fitting 
on the engine, which is 
an easy fix. Finally, ask 
a Mitsubishi mechanic 
to locate the AYC / ADC 
pump, which controls part 
of the AWD system. Have 
the mechanic confirm that 
the pump isn’t heavily 
rusted or leaking, as many 
owners have reported rust- 
related issues and pump 
failure.

A good battery can make the 
difference between getting to 
work on a cold morning, or 
sitting in your driveway wait¬ 
ing for a boost. A technology 
called absorbed glass mat, or 
AGM, can help improve its 
performance. That’s an im¬ 
portant consideration, since 
the batteiy does more than 
just start your car. 

“The charging system 
can’t keep up with all the de¬ 
mands that you place on the 
vehicle,” says Sergio Marsili, 
senior buyer for automotive 
batteries at Canadian Tire. 
“You have the heater, the 
air conditioning, the heated 
seats, headlights, the radio. 
Some cars have as many as 


To note 


• Maintenance. The char¬ 
ging system doesn’t run 
all the time on many new 
vehicles, to improve fuel 
efficiency, so a well-main¬ 
tained battery is even more 
important. 

• Check up checklist. A 
battery inspection should 
include checking the cables 
and cleaning any corrosion 
off the terminals.

fifty computers in them that 
need to be powered. 

“On an older car, you 
could jump-start your battery 
and drive for a few hours, 
because there were very few 
electronics in the car. Today, 
if you have a broken battery, 
jump-starting it might get 
you started, but two minutes 
down the road it may stall 
again, because it needs that

power from the batteiy.” 

Car batteries make elec¬ 
tricity through a chemical 
reaction between electrodes, 
usually made of lead, and a 
liquid electrolyte, usually 
sulphuric acid—which is 
why they’re called lead-acid 
batteries. 

In an AGM battery, there’s 
a fiberglass mat between the 
electrodes, which holds the 
electrolyte like a sponge. 


“There’s no free-flowing li¬ 
quid, so nothing leaks out 
or is sloshing around in 
there, and the electrolyte 
is suspended in these glass 
mats under very tight com¬ 
pression,” Marsili says. “The 
benefit is that the battery 
charges faster, even in cold 
temperatures, and it’s always 
at a higher state of charge 
than a regular battery might 
be.” 


Most car batteries provide 
a lot of power in a short burst 
when starting, and then 
they recharge. They’re not 
designed for deep dischar¬ 
ges, such as when you leave 
your headlights on or run 
electronic features with the 
engine off, but AGM batter¬ 
ies can better tolerate it. Be¬ 
cause they’re tightly packed 
inside, they’re also less likely 
to be affected by vibration, 


such as if you drive a lot on 
rough roads. 

Once a battery’s about 
three years old, it should 
be checked by a technician 
before each winter. “About 
one-third of customers re¬ 
place their batteries pro¬ 
actively, while the other 
two-thirds wait for it to fail,” 
Marsili says. “There’s noth¬ 
ing more frustrating than a 
dead batteiy.”

The entire initiative seems 
counterintuitive and a bit 
contradictory, at least on 
the surface. In the name 
of noise-pollution control, 
automakers have spent 
decades trying to reduce 
sound emissions in their 
machines. 

But in an effort to 
improve safety for pedes¬ 
trians and bicyclists, federal 
mandates are being drafted 
this summer that are de¬ 
signed to make hybrid and 
electric vehicles (HEVs) . . . 
noisier. 

Two studies by the U.S. 
National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) confirm what the 
agency already suspected. 
HEVs operate so quietly 
they are, apparently, a 
growing safety hazard to 
bicyclists and pedestrians, 
especially the blind. 

“Blind people simply 
cannot travel safely and in¬ 
dependently without hear¬ 
ing vehicle sounds,” said 
Chris Danielsen from the 
U.S. National Federation of 
the Blind. 

“We use the sound of 
traffic to determine the 
speed and direction cars are 
moving, as well as if they 
are accelerating or deceler¬ 
ating. We got a lot of feed¬ 
back from members saying 
they had close calls with 
these (electric) cars.” 

The NHTSA study found 
that at speeds below 35 
mph (56 km/h) — the speed 
at which tire and wind 
noise are negligible — HEVs 
move so quietly, they are 
37 per cent more likely to 
collide with walkers and 66 
per cent more likely to col¬ 
lide with cyclists than trad¬ 
itional gas-powered cars. 

These NHTSA findings, 
coupled with the Pedestrian 
Safety Enhancement Act of 
2010, have created a federal 
mandate for noisemakers to 
be built into all new HEVs 
by 2017. 

Details are still being 
worked out, but some auto-

makers have wasted no time 
addressing these upcom¬ 
ing regulations. Ford even 
posted four audible choices 
on its Faceboolc page for 
consumers to vote on which 
one is the best noise option 
for its future HEVs. 

“We’re trying to find 
a distinct sound that’s 
pleasing to customers and 
alerts them of an oncom¬ 
ing vehicle,” said Dave Mc- 
Creadie, Ford’s noise/vibra¬ 
tion supervisor for hybrid 
and electric vehicles. 

“This sound needs to 
be something that can be 
integrated into a person’s 
sound spectrum so they can 
immediately recognize the 
noise and associate with an 
(electric vehicle) approach¬ 
ing . . . just like we do with 
emergency vehicle sirens.” 

The Chevrolet Volt hy¬ 
brid makes a chirping 
sound when its turn signal 
is activated and the Nissan 
Leaf electric car makes a 
whirling sound moving for¬ 
ward and a chirp in reverse. 

Toyota spent about two 
years developing a futuris¬ 
tic Jetson-lilce noise for its 
popular Prius hybrid. Audi 
engineers actually spent 
more than three years 
working with a music com¬ 
poser to make the racy Audi 
R8 e-tron all-electric sports 
car sound like a Formula 
One racing machine. 

“You don’t have any tool 
you can buy on the mar¬ 
ket,” said Dr. Ralf Kunlcel, 
head of acoustics for Audi 
AG. “You have to develop 
the hardware. You have to 
develop the software. You 
have to find a great sound 
for the car.” 

Final and firm U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment mandates for 
minimum sound levels are 
approaching as the NHTSA 
had until 2014 to release 
its guidelines and put these 
safety initiatives in place. 
There’s no apparent deci¬ 
sion yet and several issues 
need to be addressed. 

Will the artificial noise 
come from the motor or 
will it be electronically 
simulated through a de¬ 
vice mounted on or hid¬ 
den in the front bumper? 
Will the driver have control 
over whether the simulated

sound is emitted, or will 
the warning noise be gener¬ 
ated automatically? 

Many details remain un¬ 
settled but some feelings of 
government intrusion on 
the issue do not. 

Paul Scott is the vice 
president of Plug In Amer¬ 
ica, an advocacy group that 
promotes the use of electric 
and hybrid vehicles. He said 
that the sound of silence 
provides much of the ap¬ 
peal to these HEVs and it 
should not be squelched. 

“Quiet cars need to stay 
quiet. We worked hard to 
make them that way,” Scott 
said. “It’s the driver’s re¬ 
sponsibility not to hit some¬ 
body.” 

Scott and anti-noise-pol- 
lution groups are making 
plenty of their own noise 
with the belief that common 
sense and diligence should 
supersede big government 
on this matter. Their main 
argument is that the 125 
collisions examined by the 
NHTSA between HEVs and 
pedestrians/cyclists in the

2009 study provided too 
small of a sample to offer 
much credibility. 

“I don’t know of any in¬ 
juries related to this, but it 
is a concern,” Toyota spokes¬ 
man John Hanson said of 
the stealthy hybrids. “It’s a 
fact that these cars are very 
quiet and could pose a risk 
to unsighted people.” 

The debate over min¬ 
imum noise requirements is 
a lively one, but not a new 
one. 

Back in the age of actual 
horsepower, the sound of 
sleigh bells had nothing to 
do with holiday cheer and 
everything to do with not

getting trampled by a horse. 
The City of Baltimore, Md., 
even issued a $1 fine to any¬ 
one who didn’t make their 
sleigh noisy enough. 

We’ve come a long way 
since the days of sleigh bells 
and carriages, but the ob¬ 
jectives for improved safety 
on the roadways remain the 
same. 

For much of the general 
population, any mandate 


to increase vehicle noise 
might seem like meddling 
government and a misguid¬ 
ed use of time and money 
on a problem that’s at best 
anecdotal. But for the more 
than one million North 
Americans who are legally 
or completely blind, elec¬ 
tric vehicles can be both si¬ 
lent and deadly, and a little 
fake noise could be a real 
life saver.
